Evidence given at 2 previous. hedring 
last, week was to the effect that the Wang 
Lee, Company rented from the Hongkong 
and Territorial Estates, a portion of 
land. at Yaumati for the Purpose of stor. 
ing coal, but that although this renting 
was confirmed in’writing no further com: 
munication was eived and"no rent was 
paid. Other evidence: was to the effect 
that Capt. J. MacDonald, late master 
of-the motor ship Kong Ning, was seen 
by defendant, who stated that he intond- 
ed earenang the vessel, and was asked 
r A chief officer and chief 
engineer, whom’ subsequently Capt. Mac- 
Donald engaged. Later, Capt. Mac- 
Donald was told the ship had been sold 
for 890,000, ‘but. he subsequently found out 
that it had not been ‘sold ‘to. the

Evidence was also given by one com-

’ HONGKONG WATER SUPPLY.

Sin,—Some statements recently made 
on this question prompt the tollowing 
remayks: © ie 


Tt. has been suggested that the water to 
be obtained ftom the Shing Mun Valley 
“issuing from a perennial spring and avt 
aubject ‘to the. caprice of- rainfall’ con: 
stitutes a more’ reliable supply than that 
obtaining from other”sources. “This is a 
mistake. In Hongkong all sources ara 
subject‘to the caprice of rainfall; in a 
dry winter perennial springs and the 
streams they supply are reduced in 
amount. The adraninge of the Shing 
Mun site is that its collecting :area is 
large and its ‘‘ perennial spring” corre- 
spondingly large; the disadvantage—that 
it is not well supplied with good reservoir 
sites. If you can get the same area on 
Hongkong island you can get just’ about 
the same-amount of water from it. ., 


. Sir Henry May’s unfortunate statement 
pat the inauguration of the Tytam Tuk 
teservoir has come in for some criticism. 
It is overlooked, and Sir. Henry May 
appears to have overlooked, that the 
catchwaters. which were to have brought 
the water to fill the reservoir were not 
made; even. now they are only partly 
made. Fortunately,» we have not since

Mr, Benson's Observations, 
Interviewed at his quaintly-charming 
old) residence ‘at." Lamb House, Rye 
(formerly the home of Heary James, the 
author), Mr, Benson observed:— | 


The accusation against Drakes ‘was, 
briefly, that be deserted his post as leader 
of the English Fleet to go after ldot. 
While he wna: lending the flect up. the 
Channel in pursuit of the Armada, our 
vessels. being guided by his lantern, 
Drake, in the middle of the night, saw 
sispicinus-looking ships, and thought it 
his duty to investigate their intentions. 

It must have seemed to Drake that if 
there was light enough for him to see 
these ships there would be light enough 
for Lord, Howard,"the Lord High Ad- 


| miral, in the Aagship Ark, to see that he 


had gone, and the, extinguishing of his 
lkntern was almost in the nature of a 
signal to Howard that he ‘had left the 
line. Drake appears, indeed, to have as- 
sumed that the rk would take the place 
of his vessel, the. Revenge, at the head of 
Lord, Howard must have 
had a very bad watch, because he did not 
see tha, Drake had. put out his light. 


Howard's Mistake. 


During the remainder of ‘the night 
Howard followed the light of one of the 
Spanish ships, and nearly got captured. 
Next morning, it was found that,Drake 
had gone, but Jater in the day he rejoined 
the fleet, and reported that he had gone, 
out of line ‘to’ find out what the 
Howard accepted. 
this explanation, but Frobisher refused 
to believe it, and alleged that Drake had 
‘deserted the line to capture prizes. The 
quality ‘of Frobisher’s objection may be 
seen when it is mentioned that he threat- 
ened that unless Drake would give him 
his share of the prizes he would: have 
“ the best blood out of his belly.”
